Such a faith endows a human being fortunate enough
to find it with the strength to suvive ordeals and to sur-
mount adversities which are heyound the power of hu-
man strength alone.
sSuch a faith came to Mary Rowlandson on the 10th
of February, 1675, when her village of Lancaster (Mass.)
was destroyed by Indians.

Her narrative is much too horrible by today’s stand
ards to vepeat in detail, it is enough to relate generally

what happened to Mrs. Rowlandson.

SHE SURRENDERS |
She survived simply because she surrendered her des-|
tiny to a Power higher than herself, a great act of faith!
which in turn produced a great reservoir of strength.
The moment ecame when Mary Rowlandson was|
trapped between roaring flames which were devouring
her home and howling savages who waited outside the
door.

Almost as soon as she emerged, a bullet passed

through her side and through the body and the hand of
" the child she was carrying.

Others ran blindly in fear, they knew not where, and
were slain, A man begged frantically and offered money
in exchange for his life but the Indians merely laughed |
at his pleas while they bashed his head to a pulp.

Mary Rowlandson stood with her child in her arms
and faced the Indians calm and serene — incarnate Ma-
danna and Child — though her body was wracked by a
painful wound awd her mind was in. torment from the
gights of a massac»e raging about her.

“The Lord hereby would make us the more to ack-
nowledge His hand,” was the way she later phraszed the
faith which possessed her, “and to see that our help is
alwavs in Him.”

There was something in the face and presence of
Mary Rowlandson which that day stayed the hands of

she and the child in the sanctuary of her arms.

THE ORDEAL

There also was something within her which carried
her through the ordeal that lay ahead.

“It is not my tongue or pen can express the sorrows
6f mv heart and bitterness of my spirit, that T had at
this departure (from the ruins of Lancaster).” she later
write. “But God was with me in a wonderful manner,
carrying me along and bearing up my spirit, that it did
not quite fail.”

One of the mounted Indians carried her wounded
child as Mary trudged along beside the horse.

Hearing the child’s cries, Mary took it in her arms,
She fell only te get up and walk again. The Indians put
her and child upon a horse but there was no saddle and
mothér and child soon toppled to the ground.

“I thought we shéould thére have ended our days, as
overcome with so many difficultiés,” she wrote, “but
the Lord rénewed by strength and carried me along.”

FLOW OF STRENGTH
Somehow, perhaps it wae from the reservoir of strength
that flowed from the mother, the child survived eight
l6ng days of this nightmare in the wilderness.

At night, the mother sat huddled to protect he child
In her arms from the snow and the cold and to let the
warmth flow into the feverish little body,

“Still the Lord uphéld me,” Mary wrote, “and we
were both alive to see the light of the next morning.”

On the ninth night, the child died,

Still the mother was ‘able to find somewhere deep
within her the strength to face the hitterness of the mo-
ment when her dead child was pried from her cold and
stiffened arms

Wounded of body, tormented of mind. the Indians
looked upon Mary Rowlandson with wonder,

With a humility born of being in the presence of a
Kiving miracle of faith which they could never understand,
the Indians took her back te the civilization from which
gshe came,
